West  5th,  Irving,  and  Betectives  R.  S.  to  vail , H.  M.  Moore,  J.  P.  Adamcik, 
and  0.  F.  Rose  drove  to  Irving,  Texas,  and  contacted  Pet.  Me  Cahe  of  the 
Irving  Police  Der.artment , who  accompanied  as  to  2515  Vest  5th,  Irving,  home 
of  Ruth  Paine,  We  chewed  Mrs.  Paine  the  Warrant  and  proceeded  to  search  the 
premises,  starting  in  the  garage  where  we  found  two  sea  bags  and  three  suit 
cases,  and  two  cardboard  boxes,  he  examined  all  of  lee  Parvey  Oswald* a be- 
longings and  found  numerous  items  cf  interest,  among  them  found  by  Pets.  Bose 
was  two  snapshots  and  negatives  showing  Oswald  holding  the  rifle  (murder 
weapon)  and  wearing  a pistol  in  a holster  on  his  rirht  Mr  (Tirpit  murder 
weapon),  also  other  papers  of  a Communist  nature  (See  attached  Property  List) . 
Also  found  by  Pet.  Stovall  was  a cut  out  portion  of  a mapas’ne  advertisement 
from  Kline  Pepartment  Store  in  Chicago,  s’  owing  an  advert’  semont  of  the  murder 
weapon.  All  these  items  were  confiscated  along  with  other  Items  and  narked 


for  evidence
